PARIS (AP) - The United 


States asked the Vietnamese 
Communists today to supply in- 
formation on the number of 
American prisoners known to 
be dead. 


U.S. Ambassador William J. 


Porter made the request at the 
131st session of the Vietnam 
peace talks. 


"Surely you can provide with- 


out harm to yourselves infor- 
mation concerning those of our 
men you know to be dead," 
Porter said. "Are you disposed 
now to say how providing this 
kind of information could possi- 
bly harm you?" 


Recalling 
last 
Monday's 


unanimous vote by the U.S. 
House of Representatives de- 
manding humane treatment of 
American prisoners and imme- 
diate repatriation of the sick 
and wounded, Porter called on 
the North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong to give the resolution 
"your most careful considera- 
tion." 


There was no immediate re- 


action from 
the Communist 


side. 


Last December, the North 


Vietnamese issued a list of 339 
prisoners they hold. They also 
included the names of 20 who 
had died. The United States 
feels the listings are short of 
reality. About 1,360 Americans 
are listed by Washington as 
missing 
in 
Southeast 
Asia, 


mostly in North Vietnam. 


Porter called on the Vietnam- 


ese Communists to being "a 
peaceful dialogue with your fel- 
low Vietnamese for the benefit 
of your people. If you can bring 
yourselves to that, it would re- 
kindle the hopes of all men of 
goodwill in the future of these 
talks." 


While agreeing to sit at the 


•une conference table with the 
South Vietnamese, the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong in- 
sist on dealing with the United 
States in seeking an end to the 
war. They constantly write off 
the South Vietnamese as "U.S. 
puppets."

When Nixon goes before na- 


tionwde television and radio at 
7:30 p.m. EOT, he will strip 
away the mystery that has sur- 
rounded the program, popularly 
known as Phase 2, since he im- 
posed the 90-day wage-price 
freeze Aug. 15. 


This much is known: The 


White House has virtually ruled 
out any controls on profits, and 
has left the door open only 
slightly to ceilings on interest 
rates. Some sort of controls on 
medical costs is expected. 


The biggest question is how 


much wages and prices will be 
allowed to rise after the freeze 
expires Nov. 13. The White 
House has been super secret on 
this point, although economists 
are guessing wages would be 
allowed to go up 5 per cent. 


Productivity—Worker output 


per man-hour, a gauge of the 
efficiency of the U.S. econo- 
my—is likely to be the key to 
the Phase 2 plan. Productivity 
has been rising at about 3 per 
cent a year. 


But there is also a question of 


whether the wage guidelines 
should include a cost-of-living 
allowance to take into account 
price increases. 


How the program will be en- 


forced is just as big a mystery 
as the wage-price restraints. 


Government sources said the 


Cost of Living Council, set up 
by Nixon to administer the 
freeze, likely will continue as 
the chief policymaking agency 
in Phase 2.

Wholesale prices dropped for 
the first time in nearly a year 
in September—the first 
full 


month of President Nixon's 
wage-price freeze—and the de- 
cline on a seasonally adjusted 
basis was the largest in five 
years, the government said to- 
day. 


The Wholesale Price Index 


went down three-tenths of one 
per cent to 114.5 of its 1967 
base, meaning it cost $114.50 on 
the average last month for 
wholesale food and industrial 
goods worth $100 four years 
ago. 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 


tics said the decline was four- 
tenths of one per cent when 
seasonal factors were figured 
in, the largest such drop since 
October of 1966. 


The report said that most of 


the decline was in items not 
covered by the price freeze, 
principally raw farm products 
and imported goods that are 
subject to Nixon's temporary 10 
per cent tax surcharge. 


It said that because of these 


items, the index can continue to 
go up or down this month and 
next despite the freeze which 
expires Nov. 13. 


The report said wholesale 


food prices dropped 1.4 per cent 
and ffot a broad .range of in- 
dustrfal 
raw materials and 


manufactured goods averaged 
one-tenth of one per cent lower. 


It was the first drop in the 


key industrial price index in 
more than three years. Whole- 
sale food prices frequently fluc- 
tuate sharply because of weath- 
er and crop conditions. 


The over-all Wholesale Price 


Index was 3.2 per cent above a 
year earlier. 


The seasonally adjusted drop 


of four-tenths of one per cent in 
September compared with an 
average monthly increase of 
four-tenths in the previous six 
months the report said. 


It said the decline in industri- 


al prices was largely due to 
higher rebates for 1971 motor 
vehicles, widespread declines in 
machinery 
and 
equipment 


prices and a drop in lumber 
and wood products that had 
been rising for the previous eight 
months. 


Prices were also lower for 


auto tires and tubes and crude 
rubber. 


There were higher prices for 


electric power and natural gas, 
metals, and some clothing.

Women's Right* 
Issue to Get 
House Boost

WASHINGTON (AP) — Wom- 


en's long fight for equality was 
expected to get a boost today in 
a House vote on a constitutional 
amendment that would guaran- 
tee them equal rights with 
men. 


Approval by the necessary 


two-third majority seemed as- 
sured, but supporters of the 
amendment first hoped to de- 
feat a rider that would greatly 
reduce its impact. 


The rider, added 
by the 


House 
Judiciary 
Committee, 


would exempt women from the 
draft and permit states to re- 
tain "reasonable" laws that 
recognize differences between 
the sexes. 


To Rep. Martha W. Griffiths, 


D-Mich., chief sponsor of the 
amendment, the rider is an at- 
tempt to nullify it. She says she 
will vote against her own 
amendment if the rider is ap- 
proved. 


But Rep. Charles Wiggins, R- 


Calif., author of the rider, says 
it is needed to retain laws de- 
signed to protect the health and 
safety of women. 


In a spirited debate Wednes- 


day devoted largely to the Wig- 
gins rider, champions of Mrs. 
Griffiths' amendment dismissed 
such "protective" laws as de- 
vices to keep women out of jobs 
men want. 


"For 
instance," 
said Rep. 


Bella 
Abzug, R-N.Y., "there 


are laws that say a woman 
can't be a hotel desk clerk at 
night. But those laws don't pro- 
tect a charwoman from the 
backbreaking work of scrubb- 
ing floors at night while their 
'protectors' are sleeping." 


Mrs. Abzug said the provision 


exempting women from 
the 


draft was designed to confuse 
the issue and perpetuate sex 
discrimination in laws. 


Most opponents of the amend- 


ment said it is not necessary to 
amend the Constitution to guar- 
antee 
women 
equal 
rights. 


Existing 
laws, 
particularly 


those dealing with civil rights 
and equal employment oppor- 
tunity, afford broader protec- 
tion than the proposed amend- 
ment, they said. 


The most outspoken foe of the 


amendment is Hep. Emanuel 
Celier, D-N.Y.. chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee, who said 
it threatens family life and the 
institution of marriage

Guiding the Eagk attack will 


be quarterback Mike Hutchins, a 
145 pound junior who is a proven 
field general with quickness and 
a pretty accurate throwing arm. 
Hutchins' main backfield crew 
will consist of Steve Burgess. 
Marvin 
Harris, 
and 
Gary 


Johnson 


Burgess is a 155 pound tailback 


with plenty of speed 
and 


quickness while Harris, a senior 
standing 6-0 and weighing 195, 
uses his fullback duties niftily 
either running or blocking. 
Johnson has good hands to catch 
the ball and is sane times elusive 
in the defensive secondary. 


Largest members of the in- 


tenor offensive line are the 
tackles Mike Andrews and Bob 
Edmondson. Andrews weighs IBS 
pounds in his 5-11 senior frame 
while Edmondson is the largest 
at 190. He stands 6-2 as a junior 


Other lineman include center 


Tony Hendrix, guards Troy 
Haygood and Phil Kelley, and 
ends Hampton Pierce and Donny 
Akins.

Ulcer Operation 
Has Complication 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I have 


had stomach ulcers for a 
long t i m e and h a v e had 
three operations, with 75 per 
cent of my s t o m a c h re- 
moved and the last time the 
nerves were clipped. Since 
then. I have diarrhea pretty 
bad. get s p e l l s of a sick 
stomach and am real weak 
and nervous. Sometimes it 
b o t h e r s me nearly every- 
day and other times not for 
two weeks. 


My doctor told me not to 


take medicine, that it should 
clear up in two years. That 
time is past and it seems to 
be Retting worse. The doctor 
died r e c e n t l y and I won- 
dered if you could give me 
any advice as to diet, treat- 
ment, etc. I am a welder. Is 
hard work injurious? 


Dear Reader—You are de- 


s c r i b i n g what is called 
"dumping." It is a compli- 
cation of your surgery. The 
problem disappears in most 
patients within a year after 
surgery, but in a few it per- 
sists. 


The food that would nor- 


mally stay in the stomach to 
be mixed and acted upon by 
stomach fluids is "dumped" 
immediately into the small 
intestine. Usually, part of 
the small intestine has also 
been removed at surgery. 
The dumoing over distends 
the small intestine, which 
is not used to receiving such 
a large bulk of food at one 
time. 


In an effort to dilute the 


food mixture, fluid pours 
into the intestine from the 
bloodstream, just like it does 
after certain laxatives. This 
increases the overloading of 
the intestine and produces a 
laxative effect. 


The loss of fluid from the 


bloodstream can decrease 
the volume of blood, causing 
a person to feel faint. 
; The events also trigger the 
release of e x c e s s insulin, 
c a u s i n g low blood sugar

Stop using free "sugar. Cut 
down on carbohydrates and 
concentrate more on protein 
for y o u r diet. Eat small 
meals frequently. Try a five- 
or six-times-a-day routine of 
a small a m o u n t of food. 
When possible, lie down im- 
mediately after eating to dis- 
courage early emptying of 
the stomach. Use some fat 
in your diet to delay empty- 
ing of the stomach. (You'll 
get this anyway if you eat 
meats.) Don't drink any liq- 
uids during or immediately 
after eating. All of these 
measures are designed to 
p r e v e n t overloading the 
stomach to prevent sudden 
"dumping" of the food into 
the small intestine. Sugars 
and c a r b o h y d r a t e foods 
seem to make the problem 
worse. (Avoid coffee, tea, 
colas and cigarettes.) 


My last bit of advice is to 


find a new doctor. Everyone 
should have a doctor who 
has seen him at least once— 
before he needs him for a 
sudden illness. It works bet- 
ter that way for you and the 
doctor.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland

Northern Ireland and the Irish 
Republic early 'today, army 
headquarters reported. 


The clash followed a surge of 


shooting, bombing and rioting 
in Belfast. In one period 10 ex- 
plosions in 10 minutes occurred 
in the capital of the British 
province. 


The border battle flared when 


a British infantry patrol spotted 
two men placing a package- 
later discovered to be gelig- 
nite—behind a customs post at 
Middletown, County Armagh.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) 


- A 14-year-old boy who lived 
in a wilderness 37 days after he 
fled from his home when he ac- 
cidentally wounded his twin sis- 
ter with a shotgun blast has a 
temporary new home in a juve- 
nile shelter. 


William Floyd Merrick left 


his home in fright Aug. 24 and 
lost 20 pounds living off the 
land. Authorities say he spent 
part of the time with a band of 
hippies in a wild area near his 
Atlantic Beach home. 


His sister Bonnie died three 


days after she was shot, but 
Merrick didn't know about it. 


"He was greatly disturbed 


when he learned of his sister's 
death," said Lucy Farley, a 
juvenile court counselor. "He 
said he had not known what 
had happened." 


Patrolman D. P. Green found 


Merrick last Friday walking 


' through sand dunes along the 


ocean. 


"He 
was 
kind 
of puny," 


Green said of Merrick. "He 
weighed about 80 pounds and 
Ihis pants were too big for him. 


I bought him lunch before we 
went to the station, and he 
inhaled it." 


Green said he didn't realize 


Merrick was the boy who had 
shot 
his 
sister 
until 
they 


reached the police station and 
asked if there had been any 
trouble at his house. 


"He started crying," Green 


said. "All of a sudden I knew 
this was the boy who shot his 
sister. We got to talking and he 
admitted it." 


Merrick said he and his sister 


were going through the door to 
go shoot the 
gun when he 


tripped and the gun fired. Au- 
thorities said the teenager told 
them he then helped his sister 
onto a couch, called an ambu- 
lance and ran. 


Authorities said 
the 
sister 


told the same story before she 
died. 


"He's not charged with any 


delinquent act," Juvenile Court 
Judge Clifford Shepard said. 
"It was an accidental thing. 


"He's in our jurisdiction as a 


runaway," Shepard said. "We 
are trying to work out a place- 
ment with a family." 


Green said Merrick's step- 


father came to the police sta- 
tion when the boy was found 
but said, "I can't keep him. 
He'll just run again."

Arkansas Spring 
Water Is Big 
Business

NEW YORK (AP) — "Every 


few days," says John Scott, 
president of the Americaiu Bot- 
tled Water Association, "I get 
letters from people who say 
they've got a spring on their 
place and they're thinking of 
bottling it." 


They can hardly be blamed 


for trying to cash in on what 
they feel is a simple, profitable 
business. If nature delivers the 
water to their backyard, they 
figure, it didn't intend them to 
let it pour down the sewer. 


Scott invariably discourages 


them. Chances are high that 
the spring is shallow and there- 
fore the flow inconstant. The in- 
gredients, and so the taste, 
may vary too much for custom- 
er loyalty to develop. 


Moreover, huge amounts of 


money must be invested in bot- 
tles, machinery and marketing. 
Mammoth 
corporations 
are 


making 
competition 
increas- 


ingly tougher. 


And, 
contrary to some re- 


ports of growing demand, the 
industry's output grows at a 
percentage no greater than that 
for soft drinks. 


Sales for the entire bottled 


water industry total somewhere 
between $100 million and $110 
million a year, Scott estimtes. 
For soft drinks, the yearly in- 
crease alone equals that figure. 


Says Scott, also president of 


the Mountain Valley Water Co., 
Hot Springs, Ark., "People are 
rushing to bottle it more than 
they are rushing to drink it."

NEW YORK f AP) - U.S. of- 


ficials have set up more meet- 
ings with Egyptian and Israeli 
diplomats to try to determine 
where the latest statements by- 
Cairo and Jerusalem leave the 
American effort for an interim 
Middle East settlement. 


Secretary of State William P. 


Rogers meets Friday with For- 
eign Minister Mahmoud Riad of 
Egypt to explore the Cairo offi- 
cial's speech Wednesday to the 
U.N. General Assembly. It will 
be their second discussion this 
week. 


In a breakfast session today, 


the State Department's Middle 
East specialist, Asst. Secretary 
Joseph Sisco, planned to go 
over developments with Israeli 
Ambassador Itzhak Rabin. 


There were surprising devel- 


opments Wednesday from both 
sides, at least in terms of lan- 
guage. 


Riad insisted Egypt would 


never accept a separate inter- 
im agreement on reopening the 
Suez Canal, but he used much 
milder 
language 
than 
other 


Cairo officials had in the past. 
And, U.S. officials said, he left 
open the possibility of an inter- 
im settlement If part-and-parcel 
of an over-all peace agreement. 


On the other hand, Israeli 


Premier Golda Meir issued a 
statement in Jerusalem charg- 
ing Rogers had encouraged Eg- 
ypt to hold to a "rigid posi- 
tion," in his speech to the U.N. 
this week. 


"I am afraid that in the pro- 


cess of making such state- 
ments, Mr. Rogers made it 
more difficult for himself to of- 
fer the good services he had 
intended," she said.
